6. “Private education partner” means a private preschool7

provider that may submit claims for reimbursement to a school8

district for providing high-quality preschool instruction to9

four-year-old children receiving scholarships in accordance10

with this chapter.11

e. Provisions for the integration of children from other31

state and federally funded preschools.32

f. Collaboration with participating families, early care33

providers, and community partners including but not limited34

to early childhood Iowa area boards, head start programs,35
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shared visions, licensed child care centers, registered child1

development homes, early childhood special education programs,2

services funded by Tit. I of the federal Elementary and3

Secondary Education Act of 1965, and family support programs.4

g. A minimum of ten hours per week, thirty-four weeks per5

year, of instruction delivered on the skills and knowledge6

included in the student learning standards developed for the7

preschool program.8

h. Family involvement in the preschool program.9

i. Provision for ensuring that children receiving care from10

other child care arrangements can participate in the preschool11

program with minimal disruption due to transportation and12

movement from one site to another.13

4. School district requirements. The state board shall14

adopt rules to further define the following requirements for15

school districts implementing a preschool program pursuant to16

this chapter:17

a. Collect documentation of school district and private18

education partner readiness to meet program requirements. The19

school district shall submit documentation to the department20

that demonstrates that the school district contacted all21

known potential private education partners within the school22

district, including but not limited to, and only as applicable,23

accredited nonpublic schools and faith-based preschools,24

the early childhood Iowa area board, the federal head start25

program, shared visions and other programs provided under the26

auspices of the child development coordinating council, and27

center-based providers of child care services.28

b. Collaborate with all approved high-quality preschool29

program sites in the district to better serve children enrolled30

in the preschool program in the following ways:31

(1) Extending the day, for children eligible for preschool32

scholarships, through other state funding and federal funding,33

including but not limited to funding available through early34

childhood Iowa area boards, federal head start programs, shared35

(2) Promoting family involvement through family support7

programs as well as district programs.8

c. Participate in data collection and performance9

measurement processes and reporting, including reporting fall10

and spring applicable comprehensive statewide child assessment11

data as specified by the department.12

d. Identify eligible children through targeted outreach to13

all families in partnership with the early childhood Iowa area14

board.15

e. Collect information regarding and verify family income to16

implement the sliding tuition scale determined and published by17

the department in accordance with subsection 5.18

f. Address professional development for school district19

preschool teachers in the school district’s professional20

development plan implemented in accordance with section 284.6.21

g. Collaborate with private education partners to provide a22

coordinated system of appropriate professional development for23

preschool teachers and staff employed in the preschool program.24

h. Pay only those claims submitted by the school district’s25

private education partners which are verified by the process26

set forth in section 279.29.27

5. Department requirements. The department shall do the28

following:29

a. Implement an application and approval process for school30

district participation in the preschool program that includes31

but is not limited to the enrollment requirements provided32

under subsection 1.33

b. Track the progress of all children served by a school34

district preschool program and by the school district’s private35
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education partners and track the children’s performance in1

elementary and secondary education.2

c. Implement procedures to monitor the quality of the3

programming provided under the preschool program at all school4

district and private education partner sites.5

d. Determine a statewide comprehensive child assessment to6

measure child outcomes for all children participating in the7

preschool program at school districts and private education8

partner sites.9

e. Submit an annual report to the governor, the general10

assembly, the early childhood Iowa state board, and the child11

development coordinating council.12

(1) The early childhood Iowa state board and the child13

development coordinating council shall advise the department14

regarding collaboration of high-quality preschool programs for15

eligible children.16

(2) The early childhood Iowa state board shall promote17

the preschool program in local communities to increase family18

awareness of quality preschool programs and scholarship19

opportunities.20

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was used to supplement, not supplant, moneys otherwise received1

and used by the school district for preschool programming.2

e. Preschool scholarship funding shall not be used for the3

costs of constructing a facility in connection with a school4

district or private education partner preschool program.5

f. Preschool scholarship funding received by a school6

district or private education partner may be used in7

conjunction with funding from family-paid tuition to support8

the school district or private education partner in providing9

the preschool program.

2. Eligible student enrollment.13

partner.19

b. The enrollment count for the preschool program shall20

include all eligible children who are enrolled in and attending21

a preschool program implemented by a school district and the22

school district’s private education partners shall be collected23

by the school district on the date prescribed in section 257.624

and shall be certified to the department by the school district25

by October 15.26
